Discovering Unconscious Biases Workshop 

On July 20th at 10:30 AM, The Bias Adjuster, Dr. Bentley 
Gibson, will lead Bread Loafers in the workshop, “Discovering 
Unconscious Race, Gender and Sexuality Biases.” A 
graduate of both Spelman College and Emory University, Dr. 
Gibson’s research focuses on implicit biases — associations 
that people may be unaware they possess, yet still impact 
their behaviors. This student-centered workshop will be a 
safe space for Bread Loafers to learn about implicit biases in 
a non-judgmental setting, and it’s also an opportunity for us to 
discuss strategies for greater inclusivity and equity in our 
professional and personal lives.

This week's meeting (July 15th at 7 PM) will feature BTLN Fellow Yaneris Collado, the Andover Bread Loaf 
Network Coordinator, who will give an interactive presentation, "ABL: Youth Engagement through Virtual
